Some were 
Uatlrhtiraome wero'BoodrThe relntlvBly un- 
known committee members struck down both 
kinds— without regard to popular flentlnient 
or the views of the whole house. 

Last yirar administration forces succeedtd 
In breaking the commUtee'fl stranglehold ___ 
legislation. It rammed through the commlt- 
— -—tee- J t3clfr*nd-then'-thc-h oa s e , ■ a n ew-pl on~ 
under which a measure could be brought to 
the floor, three weeks after the committee 
turned thumbs down on It. la other words, 
the committee could be by-passed. 

The change was generally hailed as a tri- 
umph for more broadly democratic methods 
over the autocratic impulses ofjhe tiny group 
of nieri on the rules committee. The new 21-' 
day rule meant thot the full house codd bo 
' OASurod or making the final decisions on coH' 
troverslal Isaues. 

But as the 104B eesilon opened a coalition 
of Republicans and southern Democrats on 
the rules committee took command and re- 
veraed the ,1M8 action, It decided to cost out, 
the 21-day rule and restore to the committee 
Ita power to throttle any bill. 

Republicans flatly said they hoped thus to 
block most of President Tnimnn's social wel- 
fara^prognim.
